Charged with Murdei-. 

A remarkable chargo for luurdor has 
come before the iSLigistrato at the 
Lambeth Police Court during the 
week. A Jew named Isaac Marks is 
charged with tho wiltnl murder of 
Frederick Barnard. Tins is the lirst 
occasion for an exceGdiinj;ly loiv^ time 
that any Jew has been chargotl with 
murdering another Jew in England. It 
is over two hundred years since any 
Jew was hanged in this country. The 
last who sull'ered doiuh wii.s executed 
for forf,'ory. (Juns(M|iieiitly tlie ca.so is 
attracting consideralile attention 
among tho Jews iu this country, es- 
puciallj thoBo who inhabit the Metro- 
polis. It appears that two years ago 
the prisoner 's premises were destroyed 
■ by lire. The deceased made some 
remarks at various time upon the 
occurrouco to the ilefeudant,who was 
engaged to the ileceasod's sister. 
This resulted in a sli^-ht quarrel and 
the engagement was l)i'oken oil'. 
Afterwards a reconciliatiun followed, 
but this did not last louy, and the de 
coasod and defendant vuro on very 
unfriendly terms until last Saturday 
week, when Barnard was fatally shot 
by the dofondant Marks. Tho defend- 
ant appeared very dejectetl when 
broui^lit befor.; tliu magistrate, and 
spoke in a very low Idih: wlKMievor be 
wrote or put a question to the witnes- 
seii. The deceased man leaves a family 
of nine children, and I hear that a 
committeo has boon at onco appointed 
among tho Jews iu Walworlh and 
nei^diiiorhood to obtain subscriptions 
forlho bereavml family. In such a case 
where all parties concerned are con - 
nected With their own people, I do not 
doubt for one minute that subocrip 
tions will tiow m rapidly from tlie 
met.voi)olitan Jews, .Viiioii;'- their own 
br(dhern, and in all mattiM.i couuectoil 
With their own religion, tho Jews are 
noted for their liberality , and this case 
willappoal to tho feelings of all of 
thein.

The two magis- 
trates had gono out together to commit 
the murdei , with a view to the robbei-y 
of their victim!

THE WRECK OF THE SAN 
RAFAEL. 

A Terrible Story. 

[From the. London Standard. \ 
Wo havo received from tho Colo- 
nial Ollico a copy of a letter which 
liev. T. Bridges, Miasionary Superin- 
tendent of tho South American Mia- 
sionary Society at Oosbooia, Torra 
Dol Fuego, has addressed to Gov. 
Callngliau, Falkin Islands, rospccting 
tho loss of tbo Liverpool veaael, Sau 
llaf.'iel, belonging to Balfour, Williams 
& Co. Tho rcvoronod gentleinau writes: 
*'0u tho 22nd of April, a Inrge party 
of Indiana reached Ooshooia from 
Now Year's Sound and neighborhood, 
and brought news of tho death of nine 
men by alarvaliou anil expofuiro on au 
exposed part oftbe coast, which was 
judged to be somewhere between ^Va- 
torman and Henderson Islands. Thoy 
brought proof of their statements in 
tho clothing thoy wore and an Eug- 
ish Hovereign thoy offered for sale. 
Tho report waa iv.s follows: — Aiilndian 
from his cauoo had seen signs of tho 
presence of strangers on a rugged ialet. 
filing unaccompanied by any to help 
hiui save hia wife, ho was afraid to 
land or evou iipiiroacli near, bat went 
eastward in search of heliiora. After 
some time a small nuiiiber of canoes 
ajipro/iched, tho men landed and walk- 
ed up, found aevoii nion doatl and two 
living, tint very weak, rigid in limb, 
eiiianciated , and uuiililo to walk or 
attmd. Tho nativea were nlToctoil to 
tears, and lit a lire for tho two suffer-' 
era, one of whom was stronger than 
bia companion, aud still retained his 
acnaea. The Indians fetched thorn 
water and gave tbom a shag (sea bird) 
and left them. Tho poor men had 
neither fire, water, nor food, and their 
skiu had largely jioeled off, and seven 
had already died. Much clothing was 
taken by the iiat' ves.but only such as they 
found lying around. What they took 
ou this visit waa given them by the 
poor man to whom thoy gave drink an J 
food. Tho riativos tried to straighten 
Ilia Icga, and offered to convey him 
away iu their cauoo, but in vain. He 
drank twice and taated tbo shag, but 
could not eat, he was too far gouo and 
two weak to avail himself of tho na- 
tives' kindness. Ho, however, gave 
away many things, beckoning to them 
to take what they choose. Tha natives 
thou left, as thoy could not reniaiu 
there, because they could iieithor moor 
their eanoG to the kelp in such rough 
watera nor haul it ashore on tho stoop, 
rugged coast. Tbe natives returned 
the following day and found both the 
men dead, but bad weather prevented 
their return for Bomo days. On their 
return they found tho wholo nine 
dead. Wo hoanl that the dead were 
lying orderly, so placed by their sor- 
rowful companions, but afterwards 
found the nativea had placed most of 
t!io bodies aa wo found them." 
Tho writer tjoes into various details 
regartliiig the voyage in tho Allen 
Uiudiiierto tbe spot, and continues — 
"Wo went to Indian Cove in search of 
competent guides, and wero happy in 
finding two who bad lieen tho first to 
visit tho place of aull'ering. Tho next 
day, Thursday, May 18, wo wore di- 
rected by them to the fust landing, 
inside of lilack Head in Ilous Sound. 
Two Boamon Cupt Willis (master of 
tho Allen Onrdinor) and four Indians 
and tnvaelf accordingly went to tho 
place, and, owing to tho long continu- 
ed fine weather, easily effected a 
landing, two men keeping tbe boat on 
and off, while one after the other 
jumped ashore. Wo scrambled up tbe 
steej), rocky coast, aud some fifty 
yards abovo the sea, near tho middle of 
tbe islet, or rather peniiiSula, found nine 
dead bodies muoh decomposed, Jiut all 
abundantly clotlii'd. Cue of these was 
th« captai ii's w ife. Seven bodies wero 
lying in a long hollow beiweioi rocks 
about four feet wide and live feel d('e|), 
ond about loriy foi t long. Two bodii^s 
•woro away from the rest, but close to each 
other. At tbe ujipor end of thi* hollow 
( ho jioor fellows liad lived, Across the 
rocks they had spread canvass, perhaps 
tlnnr bo it's sail, wliiclihad ultriKUed tiio 
Indian's sliaip sight from tho other side 
of tho sound. Here thoy had made their 
fires and cooked their food, tins of moat 
and such mus.sel.s as thoy could gather ou 
the ste»p and wave-washed ooast of their 
oircumscrilpoJ i)risoii, a poniimila about 
one hiiiulred and fifty feet high, 1(10 yards 
wide from west to oust, and IJOO yards 
long from ikuIIi to sontli, It appe.ired 
from the sea to be joined to the main, but 
on ascemiinL; we were liorrilied to lind an 
abrupt chasm com|)let(dy cutting off re- 
treat from this dreadful prison. From 
clothing and other things wo ascertained 
tho names of eight of tho dead, us fol- 
lows: Mr. aud Mrs. McAdam, the latter 
by birth we supposed to have been 
named i\r. Proctor, by finding that 
name on iin article of dress, W, 
11. Swift, W. IJaly, Cx. Q. Stew- 
ard, T. IFmlandt, and .Tumos lieid, 
adilross <if letter Lockstill or Lockbilt. 
Captain Willis fortunately came across a 
private note written in pencil on four 
iooso leaves of a pnoketbook by Captain 
Mc.\dani, addressed to hi-i- son. It wai 
written on the foi ty-lirst day of their stay 
on tho desolate iBiaiid, when the writer 
was neiirly bliiul and scarcoly able to f-co 
tho ]iaper ho wrote upon. Tlio note was 
found under a littlo bush, and stated that 
thoy were iu a verj low state, but gave 
no other genei'al information. Wo buried 
up the dead aa v>'e found them, as it waa 
impoKsililo to remove tluuu. Siiie(> then 
wo have I'ocovercsl from the iiativi b , a 
chronometer aiid ea^e, wdiiidi was slow- 
ed away in a rock on an i.'^lel in New 
Year's Sound; a baromolor aud ao.vtnnt 
cose, and apart of 'South American Pilot' 
also hid away in like manner. A night 
binocular was also freoly givon up, ami 
among tlu' nalivos wo s iw various trinkets 
thoy had olitainod from watidii'S, .tc. 
I'riim the (luantity of things we saw on 
the peninsular, and heard of as liaviug 
proviouslv boon removed by tho natives, 
we infer that tho poor fellows had leisure 
in removing from their vns^ol. There wero 
BOmo live or six ciuIm, about twoiity-four 
empty meat tins, odds and otida of cloih- 
ing lying obout, chart, broken epitomes, 



largo chronometer case, Bible, prayer, 
and sundry cdds and snds of other books. 
Whilo wo were hunting about, tho two 
sailora in the boat pullod up into tho bay 
near by, and found parts of two name 
boards of the Son llafaol, which wo sup- 
pose to have been tied to the thwarts of 
tho boat, tho wreckage of which was lying 
around." Tho poor men could not havo 
saved their boat on tho place they landed, 
as they could neither have iincho'rod it off 
nor hauled it ualioro. Tliey must, ac- 
cording to Capt. McAdiidaiu's note, which 
is dat' d Feb. l.^th, I87U, havo landed on 
Jan. 5th, which is tha midst of sunimor. 
Tho .Sail RafaoJ, bound from Liverpool 
for Yuljiaraiso, with coal, wan burned ou 
tho dth January, in latitude 53 dog. south, 
and longitude 7G dog. west. Eleven of 
tho crow wore jiicked up on tho .'Jlat Jan- 
uary by tho Yorkshire, from Melbourne, 
and arrived at Gravesend ou Wednesday. 
The captain and tbe remainder of the 
crow are thoso referred to by Rev. Mr. 
Brydgea. 

ThkQukkn on SundayHarvestinq. — On 
Sunday, tho 20th ult., her Majesty, 
accompanied by tho Princefia Boatrico 
drove to Locbnagar distillery, and 
paid a visit to Mr. Begg. From con- 
tinuous wet, the weather had on the 
previous day cdoared up and changed 
to bright sunahine. The Queen, after 
a short atay at Lociinagar Farm, con- 
tinued her drive by way of Balnacroft, 
and roiiiainod there for some time bo- 
side a field of oats belonging to Mr. 
Begg, where about fifty men and 
women wero actively at work binding 
in stooks grain which had boon rspread 
out to dry on tho Saturday. It was 
quite dry on Sunday, and tho people 
in the district turned out, and with 
willing hands had the whole field 
bouud and stooked by evening, part of 
the operation being conducted by 
moonlight. Before leaving, her Ma- 
jesty signified to Mr. Begg her opinion 
that the work was one of necessity. 
In this, says the Dundee "Advertiser," 
she diff'ors from somo Scotch Clergy- 
men, who on Sunday and on tho Sun- 
day previous denounced from tho pul- 
pit tbe practice of Sunday harvesting 
as a violation of the sanctity of tho 
Sabbath.
